The boys here at Camp Bluffton were * 
as severely shocked as the rest of America 
at tho underhanded methods of the. Japanese 
in starting this long expected war. They 
stand firm, however, on their convictions 
that war is not an effective way to settle 
international disputes, and that it is not 
C hrist 1 s way of defense • 

Knowing that the war is causing a 
[great deal of suffering and destruction 
mong innocent civilian victims . there has 
been an increasing fee.ling here, that, re- 
gardless of .the danger involved, something 
should be done immediately to help allev- 
iate that suffering. It, was decided to 
take a survey. The survey indicated. that 
eighteen .are ready to volunteer for im- 
mediate service should they have an oppor- 
tunity to go. Fifty-seven more indicated 
that they were, willing to' go if they were 
asked., _

With the outbreak of war we . have, 
in the course of twenty-three years, com- 
pleted a, tragic cycle; and now apparently 
started all over again. That cycle began 
with days- and months of a lavish expend- 
iture of money and men, attended by rapid- 
ly rising costs, anxiety, daily casualtv 
lists, and the suppression of civil lib- 
erties , largely by self-appointed guard- 
ians of the national interest. 

With the signing of the arm- 
istice hostilities ceased, and time of -pr- 
ostration began. The wheels of industry 
which had more and more been geared into 
one process, . slowed down and finally stop- 
ped, A pprehension grew apace and de- 
pression stalked like a spectre across the 
land, wiping out equities, brushing aside 
reserves, and swallowing up the savings 
of many a life time. 


Gradually confidence, enterprise and 
commercial activity ensued; and the flow 
of capital began to trickle through the 
maze of human relations. But with re- 
covery there grew apace the fear that some 
power, or combination of powers, might 
seek to frustrate or curb our growing ec- 
onomic activity; and steps were taken to 
safeguard or insure its continuance by 
military preparation.
